Letter from George Staro. 


Mr. and Mrs. George Stare and daugh- 


ter have been in Pennsylvania for some 
weeks visiting various points. Mr. Stare 
writes the REPUBLICAN under date of 
Deo. 12, from Chambersburg, as follows: 


"A few lines to you to let you know 


where we are at present. We are now at 
Chambereburg, the town that tbe John- 
nies burned down in 1861, and now she is 
a beautiful city. The whole business 
part of town is good, substantial brick 
buildings, three stories high. The court 
house is an ornament to the city. The 
city square here would be an ornament 
to Deoatnr, with its fountains and statues 
and cannons pointing to tbe four winds, 
and tbe streets are some of the handsom- 
est we have seen since we left Illinois. It 
is quite a manufacturing town, and some 
nice residences. Tbe city lies in the beau- 
tiful valley of the Cumberland, on tbe 
Conooooheague creek. The farmers have 
had very good crops this year. About 
Hagerstown and Martinsburg the crops 
have been very light on account of the 
drought. Hagerstown will soon become 
a railroad centre like Decatur. It has six 
roads already, and the town is improving 
almost like D. The Alleghenies wore 
capped with snow. Hocking, of Ohio, is a 
rough country, poor soil; wheat is just 
coming up; fall wheat looks poor here. 
Corn is 65 cents per bushel here."

THB MOTA MONUMENT. 


The shaft stands seventeen feet and five 


inches hl«h, and is built in flvo separata sec- 
tions, all of fine Barre, Vermont granite. The 
base is Qve feet square, and will be mounted 
on a solid stone foundation, nvo feei two 
inches square and seven feet deep, laid In solid 
masonry with Btone and Portland cement. 


On the middle section of the base are inscrib- 


ed the words "Marie Litta." Upon the upper 
section of the base, which Is somewhat smaller 
than the loner, Is cut a book,representing her 
chosen profession. 


On one loaf of tue book are niusloal notes 


representing simple music, indicating the first 
music eung by 1he lamented, and on the other 
leaf Is more d!Moult, classical music, emblem- 
atic of her success. 


The next section Is the shaft, and on the pol- 


ished shields oI the die are the principal In- 
scriptions and lettering. The monument will 
stand near tho west Bide of tbe cemetery and 
In full view of those entering from that side. 
The four sides face to the respective compass 
directions, and the following inscriptions 
have been placed upon them: 


On the south side, on the level just below the 
die, is the music book above referred to, and 
on the lower portion of the pedestal IB a mono- 
gram "M. L." tbe Initials of Macle LHta, and 
the upper portion, the treble oletl, surrounded 
by a pretty laurel wreath representing victory 
in music. Surmounting the whole Is a beau- 
tiful draped urn, four feet in helghi, rep.o- 
seuting eternal life. 


On the south side of the shield Is the follow- 


ing inscription: 


Marie Eugenia von Eisner was born In 
Bloomington June 1,1866, anddi' d July 7,1883. 
She was known to the musical world as 


MAHIE LITTA. 


The latter two words are cut In largo raised 


letters on the base below the die. 


On the west side and facing the entrance are 


these words: 


This monument was erected by the citizens 
of Bloomington to tbe memory of Marie bu.- 
genlavon Eisner, who won fame for herself 
and reflected H ou the city of her birth. 


On the north shield are the following words: 
Her sun rose through clouds In tbe morning 
and was eclipsed at noon. By a life laborious 
and heroic, her girlhood witnessed the tri- 
umphs of her gentos. Welcomed to the ranks 
of the great ai lists of her lime, she was lovoil 
most lor her pure and gontln Hie, and so ov- 
log hands weave rosos with iholauicl in her 
chapletof fame. 


Following tbis bonutlftil inscription are 


these words on tbe emit aid". 


A flower Is dead. A star has fallen. A bird 
singing the richest and i arent melody has gone 
forever from the groves of Tiuio. A woman, 
splendid and heroic in all the better qualities 
of life, has closed her eyes In death: and tho 
voice which caught the highest symphonies of 
nature, has joined In the ctorus of the Infinite.

Curiosities of the Vote. 


The Boston Globe enters into 


careful analysis of the Presidential 
•vote, based on the following totals : 


Cleveland, 4,842,292; Elaine, 4,- 


810,219 ; Butler, 234,848, and St. 
John, 148,698; total, 10,036,057. 
Cleveland's plurality is 32,073, brit 
he has 351,473 less than a majority, 
not counting the scattering vote. 
Of the 4,842,292 Democratic votes 
1,012,820 come from the old seces 
sion States, the entire South fur- 
nishing 1,716,232 votes. 


Bat one curious fact the Globe 


neglects to point out. Elaine re- 
ceived pluralities in eighteen States 
amounting to 475,876. All these 
were old Union or loyal States. 
Cleveland had pluralities amounting 
to 507,310 in twenty States. Of 
these pluralities 489,922 came from 
fifteen Southern States and 17,388 
from five Northern States. That is 
to say, States giving a total Demo- 
cratic vote of 1,716,232 gave Cleve- 
land a plurality of 489,922, and 
States giving a Demociatio vote of 
3,126,060 ga-^e him a plurality of 
only 17,388. That is the significant 
point that escaped the Globe. 


The total voting population of the 


country is estimated at 13,792,897, 
and if this estimate is correct 3,754,- 
478, or 27 per cent of the men, failed 
to vote. The percentage of non-vo- 
ters is 47 per cent in Alabama, 45 in 
Arkansas, 51 in Calif ornia, 45 in Col- 
orado, 20 in Connecticut, 7 in Indi- 
ana, 22 in Illinois, 21 in Kansas, 12 
in Ohio, 25 in Pennsylvania, 22 in 
New York, 14 in Wisconsin, 62 in 
South Carolina, and 01 in Georgia.

Charles Deane.'as a Bpeeifio to prevent 
hojfs from hnviflg cholera, quinsy or 
pneumonia: "Use one prallon of soft soap, 
four ounces of saltpeter; mix well in 
swill and feed to about 40 hogs. In four 
or five days give the following: Carbolic 
acid, eight drachms; blaok antimony, two 
ounces; sulphur, half a pound—mix well 
and feed to about 40 hogn in one or two 
days. Repeat the above once a month, 
and it will prevent any of the above dia- 
eases. I have used it for ten yesi«, with- 
out a single case among my hogs." We 
find the above in the report of the above 
society, and as there are reports of rava- 
ged of th'ifl disease in this locality, we 
give it for what it is worth. At all eyenta 
if the hoga were ours we would sooner 
risk them with the above doses than to 
place them in the hands of a traveling 
pig doctor.'?

NKW CHILEANS, LA,, December 16.— 


The clay for opening tho World's Indus- 
trial nnfl Cotton Centennial Exposition 
dawned clear and pleasant. Nothing was 
Jtlt undone to muko tho opening cere- 
monies brilliant and imposing. Never 
"boloie bavo the streets ol tho city been 
no crowded with people. Every incom- 
ing train is loaded with visitors, and the 
bustle and tnvmoll as they hurry off in 
search ol accommodations reminds one 
tho scenes during the Centennial at Phila- 
delphia. 


Already the hotels arc lull, and great 


difficulty is experienced in obtaining 
good quartern. 
The city presents a gala 


appearance. 
Tho buildings along the 


principal streets arc proXnsely decorated, 
.[flags, banners and buntings ol all colors 
and decorative design have been taste- 
fully arranged along tho house fronts, 
•while at many ol the more prominent 
street, corners triumphal avches have been 
erected. 


Cumil street, 
the grand boulevard ol 


ol the Crebueut City, presented n spec- 
tacle never equaled even dnriug carnival 
festivities, from tho river Iront away 
toward tho lake, the cyo met nothing but 
ouo vnst sccno of changing colors. 
The 


storos nro decorated so gorgeously that 
one could with dllllculty soo the build- 
ings. j!'l!i!,rs ol all nations are hung Irom 
broad galleries, and strcnniers are sus- 
pended Irom roofs to the ground. Even 
Uic wide ".Neutral Grounds" showed bits 
ol color. 


Long belorc Uio hour fixucl lor the 


formation of the Exposition procession, 
the crowds began to collect on the broad 
banquettes utid on the neutral space in 
the middle ol the street. Soon the thor- 
oughfare Irom Rampart street to the river 
was to densely packed with people that 
thousands despaired of getting a glimpse 
ol tho procession and took the various 
lines ot cars for tho Exposition Park. 


Shortly after ten o'clock tho procession 


composed ol olllccrs ol tho Exposition 
Commissioner of Foreign countries the 
Unit"d States Government and the sev- 
eral States, and distinguished visitors and 
citizens, formed and began tho march to 
the levee, where was mooied the magnifi- 
cent steamer yreel. A. Blankdrnped in all 
the colors of the rainbow. 


Tho procession marched aboard the 


Ulanfcs, which swnng out into tho stream 
and beaded for the lower limits ol the 
corporation, BO aa to traverse the entire 
denetb of the city In the trip np stream, 
giving those aboard » flew of the entire 
shipping, moored along th« fifteen miles 
«ol rlrer front. 
' Beaching the lower end of tb« «ity the 
blanks turned and sped tip stream, her 
<tourse along tho rontc being the nipna] 
ffor salutes Irom war ships, ecean TCSBcU 
and the screaming of steam-whistles ol 
the steamboats. Every vessel was taste- 
fully decorated wltli flags, nnd their crews 
on deck and in the rigging, cheered as 
HM Blanks passed. 


Tbo boat landed at the Exposition 


•wharf at noon, and the party procccdec 
(to Music llall, in the main bnilding, where 
•the opening exorcises were to be held 
[When the procession reached the build 
Ing the 11,000 scats la tho hall were al- 
most filled by persons who had starlet 
Jor the park before the procession moved 
•while thousands congregated iu groups 
around the vast auditorium. 
* When the Exposition officers and Com 
snlssioners had taken places on the plat 
lorm, the orchestra struck up tho "Presi 
, dent's March." A reception to Governor 
6. D. McEnery followed, and the orches 
iro|playcd National airs.. 


Eov. T. Do Witt Talmogc, of the Brook 


lyn Tabernacle, offered prayer, at the 
•conclusion ol which Governor McEnery 
feegan tho opening address. 


The Governor referred to the magnitude 


ol tho Exposition, nnd the beneQt 1 
"would confer on tho whole country, es 
Specially the South, to whom intornationa 
expositions had hitherto been unknown 
»nd expressed tho belicl that the inter 
conrso between people from differen 
sections of tha country would bring th 
States closer together, socially and politi 
cally, thau they had been for a third of a 
century.

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASIHSGTON, D. 


C., December 16.—The telegraph instru- 
ment with which President Arthur will 
open the New Orleans Exposition waa 
placed In the East room of the Executive 
Mansion yesterday. Tho wire was tested 
this morning and fonntt to be in fairly 
good condition, but the recent storms 
caused it to work a little hard. 


Worrell Marean, the local manager ol 


the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
is in charge ol the wire. 


At twelve o'clock th» members ol the 


diplomatic corps, Congressional com. 
mittccs and invited guests bewail to ar- 
live. The Marine Band is in attendance, 
and will enliven the ceremonies with Na- 
tional airs. 


The United States Senate is represented 


by Senators Logan, Dolph, Cameron (of 
Pennsylvania), Cameron (of Wisconsin), 
Harrison, Miller (of California), Biddlc- 
berger, Pendletoa, Butler, Vest, Jones 
(ol Florida), Slater and Walker. 


The committee on the part ol the House 


consists of one member from each State. 


At 12:30 p. m. the cast room was fairly 


crowded with distinguished gncsts, and 
ornamented by an immense picture of the 
New Orleans Exposition Buildings and 
Grounds, painted on cotton and sur- 
mounted by a floral frame.

in Time lor the Opening—A 


Good Showing?. 


OBLHAHS, LA., December 17.— 


While the building is aot entirely com- 
pleted, and while hall the exhibits are 
not yet arranged, still as much progress 
1ms already been made aa at any interna- 
tional exposition en opening day. The 
management has used rrtry endeavor to 
push Uu work ae last M possible, and 
the delay has been rather the fault of tha 
exhibitors tbim of the officials, •very- 
tiling woe In readiness JOT the former, and 
they simply did not take advantage ol it. 
Great delay, however, was eauaod by a 
blockad* of railroad*. 
*tanj hundred 


ears ol exhibits have net yet ioach»d the 
grounds, the jam being especially hoary 
on the Illinois Central and Louisville & 
Nashville. These ears will bo brought IB 
rapidly, and by the tine the holidays are 
over,' everything will be in complete or- 
der. 


In the main building one-third of the 


space is as yet unoccupied; but exhibitor* 
are putting up their platforms rapidly. 
Those displays complete represent every 
conceivable article ol manufacture, from 
a needle to the mammoth Harris-Corliss 
engine. All the displays are tasty and 
many art elegant and rich. Tho space 
for foreign exhibits in this building is al- 
most entirely vacant. This is caused by 
the rigid enforcement of customs regula 
tious. Over a thousand tons ol goods ol 
tho loom are lying in bonded warehouse's 
and aboard ships, although tho manage 
inent used every endeavor to secure a 
modiflcation pi the customs rules and the 
usual formalities attending the entry of 
imports, and although they were seconded 
by customs officials here, and the Treas- 
ury Department at Washington seemed 
willing to make concessions, it was only 
Monday night that Collector Badger re 
ceivcd an order from Secretary McCul- 
loch to allow all articles intended for the 
exhibit to be sent to the grounds imme- 
diately, without being disturbed in any 
way.

The Navy Department has a

creditable exhibit, though, not as yet com- 
pleted. Here are seen models of every 
class of vessels and defensive and offen- 
sive armament. A large portion of this 
space is filled by articles brought back 
from the Arctic regions by tho Greely 
Relief party. These attracted more at- 
tention than any, other single exhibit. 
Among them were the suits worn by the 
men, sledges, sleeping bags and canvass 
cases for provisions, with the sail-boat of 
the party. 


Some of tue Stata exhibits are com- 


plete; some in an embryo state, and 
others not begun. In the second class is 
Illinois. Her display is being rapidly 
pressed, however, and will be completed 
in less than a week.

play ia this building is that of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad. 
In a large Swiss chalet, bnilt oi sheavoa 
of grain with ornaments ol corn m the 
ear, is every vegetable raised in the vast 
section of country through which the 
Road passes. 


The art gallery was not completed in 


sufficient time to admit of the hanging of 
pictures, which, however, arc at the 
grounds and will be put up in a week. 
The art collection is said to be exceed- 
ingly fine, containing gems ot the best 
artists, and connoisseurs declare it will 
equal any ever exhibited.

Every flower, seed and plant of the 
tropics aud temperate zones Is seen. 
Even in its present stage nothing ever 
before presented can compare with it. 


Altogether, while the Exposition is not 


yet in as complete order as its manage- 
ments and its triends desiied on opening 
clay, it will fully repay a trip across the 
continent, One cannot sec the exhibits 
now presented in a day, or even in a 
week. Tho first day leaves the visitor's 
mind in u whirl, and he passes over so 
much space that he really does not know 
what ho has seen. Booths that would 
hold the attention for an hour, if standing 
alone, are passed unnoticed in a vain at- 
tempt to cover the mammoth buildings at 
a single visit. 


It was never expected that a stream of 


vibilors would set in until after the holi- 
days, and the attendance to-day was ex- 
ceedingly gratifying. Fully twenty thou- 
sand attended the ceremonies in the main 
buUding, and many thousands more were 
scattered about the grounds. Several 
lines of cars and steamboats conveyed the 
crowd to and from the grounds with 
much less crush than was anticipated, 
the waiting at no time becoming tedious.
